| THREE- FOURTHS : OF THE WORLD AT WAR 


More than three-fourths of the world is now at war, 
figuring on a basis of population. There are eighteen 
countries now who are avowed enemies of Germany and 
her allies, according to statistics compiled by the govern- 
ment officials in Washington. 

The persons living within the central countries are 
outnumbered more than seven times by anti-Germanic 
populations, and the proportion is swelled even higher if 
¢onsideration is taken of the populations of the ten coun- 
tries which have broken relations with the Central Powers. 
Germany's enemies now intlude nearly all the white and 
yellow’ races, and the physical resources of about half the 
world’s area are mobilized against the forces of Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria‘and Turkey. 

For these reasons, observers here are wa atching in- 
tently the play of influences within the few remaining neu- 
trals, Including Spain, Netherlands, Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark, Switzerland and'in America, Argentina, Ven- 
ezuela, Paraguay, Colombia, Fcuador, Salvador and Mex- 
1cO. 

Similarly, unusual interest is felt here in the future 
course of the nations which have broken relations with 
Germany or her allies. These are Brazil, Bolivia, Costa 
Rica, Guatemala, Haiti, Hohduras, Nicaragua, Peru, Uru- 
guay and San Domingo. 

«It is pointed out here that, of the world’s total popu- 
lation of 1,691,000,000, about 1, 342,000,000 live under flags 
of the Central Powers’ open enemies in the war. About 40,- 
000,000 inhabit the countries which have broken relations, 
and 132,000,000 are neutral, while the population of Ger- 
many and her allies are about 177,000,000. 

Of the world’s total area of 57,000,000 square miles, 
27,000,000 are under anti-German domination, while the 
Germanic allies control only 5,000,000. 

State Department records show the following nations 
at war with Germany on her allies: United States, Great 
Britain, France, Russia, Serbia, Japan, Belgium, Italy, Por- 
tugal, Rumania, (ireece, Montenegro, San Marino, China, 
Cuba, Panama, Siam and Liberia. 

The allignment of these nations is shown by the for- 
mal declarations of war made since Austria precipitated 
the world strife on July 28, 1914, by declaring war on Ser- 
bia.. These declarations are as follows: 

Austria against Belgium, Montenegro, Russia and 
Serbia; Bulgaria against Serbia; China against Austria and 
Germany ; Cuba against Germany; France against Austria, 
Bulgaria and Germany; Germany against France Portu- 
gal ang Russia; Great Britain against Bulgaria, Austria, 
Germany and Turkey; Greece against Austriaeand Ger- 
many ; Italy against Austria, Bulgaria and Germany; 
Japan against Germany; Liberia against Germany; Mon- 
‘tenegro against Austria; Panama against Germany; Ru- 
mania against Austria; Serbia against Turkey; Siam 
against Austria and Germany; Turkey against all the en- 
tente nations November 23, 1914, and later against Ru- 
mania; United States against Germany. 


HOPE TO WIN BY BLUFFING 


The war is won. Germany knows it is won, but she 
hopes to bluff until something occurs by which she can 
make a stall of having attained her objects—which she 
now declares never were other than self-defense. 

The Berlin government knows that it is beaten, but 
t might win by bluffing it out unless the western allies on 
both sides of the Atlantic remain immovably united and 
resolved. The allies have the assurance of complete vic- 
tory absolutely in their hands, and vet they might lose 
/both the war and the peace by not knowing they have won. 

True vision and perseverance will bring the splendid 
sequel compensation to Great Britain, France, Italy and 
America for all their sacrifice. This is true, regardless 
of what may happen to Russia. There is still a chance 
that the Russians may regain their strength, organize 
their armies and do something, but the nations that are 
actively fighting Germany must organize and fight exact- 
ly as though Russia were Hopeless) out of the reckon- 
ing. 
The United States is creating forces for an offensive 
infinitely greater than ever would have been possible for 
the Russians, had the czar remained on the throne, and 
vastly superior to anything that democratic Russia in 
likely to accomplish. 

When the war will end none of us knows. The end 
may come before time for the campaign to open next 
spring, and it may not come for five vears, but the allies 
are sure of their harvest, if they only exert their strength 
with unity of purpose. 

The issue now depends on faith and confidence. Any 
efforts, whether credulous or sinster, which tend to weak- 
en that faith and confidence amongst us are in effect the 
worst and most foolish treason.
